Arthur C. Thornton, aged 28 years, was 
fatally injured in an elevator in the Hol- 
land building at 10:30 o'clock Thursday 
morning. He died one hour later. 

Thornton was a brother of B. B. Thorn- 
ton of Thornton & Bush, street contractors, 
with offices on the sixth floor of the Hol- 
land building. 

He was, until recently, in the employ of 
his brother's firm. 

Thursday morning he called to tell that 

he had accepted a position with a local 
drill company. Mr. B. B. Thornton was 
out, and while the young man waited he 
complained of being sick. 
He remarked three or four times that his 
Christminas dinner had not agreed with him, 
and finally excused himself, saying he*was 
going to the twelfth floor. 


He hailed the extreme west car, in charge 
of Elevator Man Reynolds. 

When he stepped in he took a position 
near the front, standing before four other 
passenge’’s.

DEMANDED THAT CAR CONTINUE 
THE JOURNEY DOWNTOWN. 


Passengers Sat in Sheds Over an Hour 
to Force Company to Make Re- 
forms in Cass Ave- 
nue Schedule. 


In an effort to force the transit com- 
pany to improve the service on its Cass 
avenue division, seven men, living in the 
northwest section of St. Louis, remained on 
a car over an hour after it was sent to the 
sheds Thursday morning, protesting 
against a schedule which required them to 
to another car to continue their 


transfer 


journey to the business district. 

The company won in the tilt and the 
crusaders eventually were compelled to go 
to their offices in another car, arriving 
there two hours late but. they say their 
action will crystallize the sentiment against 
the serivce of the comany in northwest St. 
Louis. 

Before they separated they agreed:to cof- 
tinue their efforts to force the company to 
afford better accommodations for its pa- 
trens and announced that they would re- 
pect their experience at every opportunity. 

The leader in the crusade is George Mor- 
fun of 4813 Labadic avenue, chief c'erk 
in the general passenger department of the 
Missourl, Kansas & TJéxas Railroad and 
president of the St. Louis Association of 
General Passenger and Ticket Agents. 

Those who remained on the car with him 
were C; Branch of 4816 Greer avenue, V. 
L. Mulhall of 3006 North Newstead avenue, 
H. E. Kuhl of 4586 Garfield avenue, J. F. 
Werremeyer of 2709 Semple avenue, J. Wolf 
of 4593 Maffit avenue and J. A. Lindsay of 
4479A St. Louis avenue. 


Circumstances 
Were Aggrevating. 


“The circumstances that compelled us to 
revolt against the attitude of the transit 


the city were particularly aggravating,”’ 
said Mr. Morton to the Post-Dispatch. 

“The terminus of the Cass avenue line 
used to be King’s highway. Later, it was 
made a belt line and the terminus was exe 
tended to Belt avenue, a mile farther. At’ 


the same time, the number of cars operated 


on the line was reaucea, making the ser- 
vice miserable. eg 

“It has been growing worse since and 
the patience of the line’s patrons has been 
exhausted. 

“AS an appearance at making an effort to 
accommodate the heavy traffic of the morn- 
ing and evening a car, designated a ‘trip- 
per,” is run—one lone car. It runs out to 
Belt avenue from the sheds, goes down- 
town, then back to Belt avenue, where it 
turns and runs to the sheds. 

“It was this tripper we were on when our 
indignation manifested itself. It was on its 
way back from Belt avenue to the sheds, 
but we didn’t know anything about that. 
“It stopped at all the streets and took on 
passengers down to Prairie avenue; nothing 
being said either by the motorman or con- 
ductor about the schedule of the car re- 
quiring it to turn in at the sheds. 

“I boarded it at Euclid avenue and set- 
tled down in mry seat to read a paper, think- 
ing, of course, that we would go to the busi- 
néss district. 


Were Told They 

Must ‘‘Change.”’ 

“But when we arrived at Prairie avenue 
the motorman came back through the car, 
aying that we must change there, as the 
car we were on must go into the sheds. 
‘There were 32 persons aboard then and 
the place at which we were expected to 
transfer was a mudhole. : 
“I protested to the conductor against 
turning in the car. He said he was power- 
less; that the company's schedule allowed 
him to Keep the car out only two hours 
and that he would lose his jup if he should 
violate it. I will give the conductor credit 
for being very courteous to us. 

“A car passed on the way downtown, but 
it was crowded. Some of the passengers on | 
our car, who were in a hurry, tried vainly 
to get on it. 

“I then announced that, if any one would 
stay with me, we would remain in that car 
until we should get some satisfaction out 
of the company. Six men volunteered to 
help me out. The other 25 passengers left 
the car, which was switched to the sheds 
after the crew became convinced that we 
were going to stay aboard it. 

“To my suggestion that the conductor 
telephone to the general office for permis- 
sion to take the ear downtown the con- 
ductor said he would not be passed upon 
to his interest. 

‘Just before we started for the sheds and 


¢|20 minutes after the wrangle, a car came 


along onto which the passengers, who had 
left us, were transferred. 


Received No 
Satisfaction at Shed. 

“When the car stopped in the shed we re- 
quested the motorman to ask somebody in 
the office to visit us and hear our com- 
plaint. He went to the office, returning in 
a few minutes with an answer that no one 
would take notice of us in the car. 

“After a few minutes we asked him to 
go again. He did so with the same resu)?. 
We then held a little indignation .meeting 
to determine what course we should pur- 
sue. It was finally determined that I should 
go to the office and see what could be done. 
Over half-an hour had been wasted up to 
that time.

He said the conductor had acted rightly 
in bringing the car to the barn and that 
the company could see the wisdom of its 
schedules even if we could not, 

“He gave us no satisfaction on any point, 
although we put direct questions to him. 
When we finished with him, we were just 
where we stood when the trouble began, 
except he had impressed upon our minds 
the fact that the transit company was cap- 
able of taking care of itself and knew its 
business better than we. 

‘“‘We warned him that the patience of the 
people might be exhausted sometime and 
then we ieft him. 

“This is only the beginning. We are going 
to keep up this work untii we force the 
company to give us the service we deserve 
up there. The service is poor all over the 
city, but those who do not use the Cass 
avenue line have not seen it at its worst. 

“The gentlemen who were with me on 
the car are long sufferers as I am and are 
determined to have a better service if it 
can be secured.

CONDUCTOR 


ENTER FLOUR MILL OFFICE AT 
NEW DOUGLAS, ILL. 


Began to Work on Safe at 8 O'Clock 
Christmas Night and Did Not 
Force It Until 12—Relief 
Watchman Was Also 
Overpowered. 


Safe blowers selected the peace of Christ- 
mas night to force the office of the big 
flouring mill of H. A. Prange & Son, at 
New Dougias, Ill. After two desperate 
battles they succeeded in blowing the office 
safe and escaping with an amount aggre- 
gating nearly $1500. 

It was between 8 and 9 o’clock when the 
night watchman, Henry Uhrig, stepped out 
to the boiler house to ask the fireman for 
something. The mill was shut down on 
account of the holiday. He returned to 
the mill at once and as he stepped in the 


door was closed behind him and he was 
struck on the h : 

It was a gianc blow and Uhrig put him- 

self in a position of defense. His assail- 
ants evidently thought that the single 
blow had done the work, as one of them 
turned on the electric light. Uhrig saw 
four men and they instantly closea with 
him. Being of powerful build, he defended 
himself well, but was overcome, bound 
and gaged and tied to a grain spout. 
The men went to work on the gafe and 
seemed to have trouble in drilling, as sev- 
eral hours ssed. At 12 oclock Henry 
Cook, the watchman, entered the mill 
to go on duty The surprised robbers 
grappled with him, and as he fought des- 
perately with the cane he carried, it took 
several minutes to overcome him and the 
office interior was pretty well wrecked. 
Cook was then dealt with as his predeces- 
sor had been and lashed to a post. 

At 2 o'clock the safe gave — and the 
men looted it and left. The boiler house 
was so far removed that the fireman knew 
nothing of what was going on and the men 
were not discovered until this morning.

Fiiends of Grenner Charge That Tenth 
District Congressman Went Back 
on Him at Last Moment. 


Candidates for the position of collector 
of internal revenue, now held by Henry 
C. Grenner, are springing up like mush- 
rooms.

The followers of Collector Grenner, who 
resigned the place at the request of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, do not hesitate to express 
their disgust at the course of Congressman 
Bartholdt. 

They declare that the Tenth District rep- 
resentative assured Grenner he did not 
have to worry over his position; that at the 
proper time he would espouse his candi- 


no less 


Within a few days after this assurance 
was said to have been given Chas. H. Wen- 
neker was appointed and Mr. Bartholdt 
immediately preceeded, Mr. Grenner 8 
friends aver, to give the selection unequive- 
eal indorsement and incidentally leave the 
impression that the choice was made with 
his sanction. 

On the other hand, the men who stood 
by Willam G. Boyd to the close of the 
fight for the port surveyorship are doing 
some plain talking. They seem to think 
that Bartholdt threw Boyd to get in his 
friend Gallenkamp, who, for years, was a 
strong competitor of Bartholdt's for the 
Republican congressional nomination and 
almost defeated him a year ago.

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Few lost laurels have ever been recov- 
ered—the highest point, it seems, can be 
reached but once in most men’s careers. 

Something more than one month from the 
present time, Terry McGovern will attempt 
the all-desired but seldom accomplished 
feat. Starting Jan. 3, in a contest with 
Dave Sullivan, Terry proposes to fight his 
‘ay over the once trodden path of victory 
into recagnition by his conqueror, Young 
Corbett, when he hopes, by a last victory, 
to retrieve his fortune and name. 

Merely because so many have attempted 
the same thing, the odds are against his 
achievements of the undertaking. And yet 
there is a fair chance that the once ‘‘Terri- 
bie’ will again flaunt the title. 

McGovern is very young, is not burned 
out with dissipation, is ambitious and has 
money to exist upon iff the interval of try- 
ing. Doubtless he can return to the form 
he once possessed, with all his former 
strength, skill and aggressiveness. 

Yet he has-been whipped, and a beaten 
dog is always wanting in virgin effective- 
ness. Terry’s name, no doubt, played a 
part in some of his victories, and doubt- 
less several of his opponents were whipped 
before they ever started to fight. 


HIS CHANCE GOOD. 

Still, though it is now known that he is, 
like others, vulnerable, McGovern has a 
better chance to win a double victory than 
most of the dethroned champions of recent 
years. It is after all only the old question 
of whether the new champion is really a 
better man than the old. 

In his preparation for the first contest 
of the series which McGovern expects to 
fight before securing a match with Young 
Corbett, Terry will be assisted at his 
Hempstead Plains quarters by George Dix- 
on, who contributed, once, to Terry's fame 
by losing the championship to the Brook- 
lyn fighter. 

Two defeated champions in the same 
class is a spectacle that is not often wit- 
nessed even in these topsy turvy times. 

The pair will box at a Boston theater 
in a day or two and then retire for the 
work in hand. 

The case of Dixon is more than pathetic. 
Most champions, when defeated, can re- 
tire with the plaudits of the crowd and 
enough money to worry along with.

When this 
point was reached early buyers took proiits 
on their purchases and May dropped back 
to 86% and closed with a gain of only %c 
over the close Monday.

The Cincinnati Price Current says that 
the. ent freezing weather did not harm 
wheat.

Orders Arrests, 


CONCEALED WEAPONS MUST GO 


INSTRUCTS PATROLMEN TO 


SEARCH ALL SUSPECTS. 


Says Practice of Carrying Revolvers 
Has Caused Shooting Affairs and 
Attempts at Highway 
Robbery. 


“Search every man you suspect of car- 
rying a concealed weapon and if he has 
one arrest him.’’ 

With this instruction to each of his pa- 
trolmen, chief of police Hauss of East St. 
Louis has inaugurated a crusade against 
concealed weapons. 

The order was given Wednesday and re- 
Sults were apparent Thursday morning 
when two negroes were fined $200 each for 
carrying revolvers. 

The occasion for the order, according to 
Chief Hauss, is two-fold. 

Within the past six months there have 
been at least twelve shooting affairs in 
East St. Louis and its suburbs as a con- 
sequence of the prevalent practice of carry- 
ing concealed weapons. 

Furthermore, the police have received 
several reports within a month of attempts 
at highway robbery made by negroes west 
of Cahokia creek. fn each instanee the high- 
way man is said to have drawn a revoiver, 

John Wilson, a negro, was shot and 
sthed Christmas hight by John Baer, an- 
other negro, at Rush City, a suburb of Bast 
St. Louis. Both men carried revolvers. 

The same day Chief Haus received a re 
port of a highway robbery on the island 
west of Cahc'ria creek, in which two hizgh- 
way men, botu ne sroes, are said to have se- 
cured about $7. They used revolvers. 


CAUSES FOR THE CRUSADE. 
These two affairs, coming together, pro- 


duced the crusade against concealed weap- 
ons. 

The two men fined Thursday morning $200 
each were Thomas Lewis and Edward Mc- 
Clain, both negroes. 

McClain carried a 41-caliber Colt's re- 
volver beneath his coat. 

The heaviest fine that can be impose 
for carrying concealed weapons is $200. 
is equivalent to 40 days’ imprisonment. 

Chief Hauss ey those found guilty will 
be given the limit of the law. 

‘It used to be the fashion.’’ said he, ‘‘for 
all the negroes to carry razors.. Now they 
carry revolvers. 

“In the winter a negro usually keeps his 
gun handy in his overcoat pocket. If not 
there he carries it in a bolster under his 
coat. 

“These attempted ‘hold-ups’ on the street 
and the shooting affairs at parties and 
dances are the resuit. 

‘“‘Negroes, and scme white men as well, 
are getting altogether too handy with their 
guns. My men will Se: arch every person in 
the least sus; rected.’

OPENS HIS ACTIVE CAMPAIGN AT 
LA GRANGE TODAY, 


ADVOCATES A STATE PRIMARY 


Pike County Congressman Won’t De- 
bate With Others in the Race 
for the Senate. 


Champ Clark, congressman from. the 
Ninth district, opens his active campaign 
for a seat in the United States Senate at 
La Grange Thursday afternoon. 

Mr. Clark passed through 8st. Louis 
Christmas Day on his way from Washing- 
ton to his home at Bowling Green, Pike 
County. He said to political friends here 
that he proposed t@® pursue his candidacy 
with the utmost vigor and employ every 
fair means to achieve success. 

The Pike County statesman has his own 
ideas regarding a senatorial campaign. He 
says that he will not engage in a series of 
debates with William J. Stone, the other 
avowed candidate of the reguiar Democ- 
racy. 

“The old notion that skill and dexterity 
in debate signify fitness for the Senate,’ 
says Mr. Clark, “is not held by me,’’ 

Mr. Clark speaks Thursday night at Can- 
ton, Friday afternoon at Madison, Saturday 
afternoon at Huntsville and Monday night 
at Washington, Mo. 

The congressman is firmly of the opinion 
that the people should choose the senators, 
and he favors a popular primary, so that 
every voter may express his choice of a 
candidate. 

Regarding the recent criticism of Dewey 
and Schiey, Mr. Clark says that he does 
not think these incidents will injure the 
Democracy. This is his way of expressing 
a conviction that the Republican adminis- 
tration at Washington is becoming unpop- 
ular with the peopie at large. 

The congressman say that in his opinion 
Mr. Bartholdt’s proposed election law is an 
outrage.

Weekly called John Fox into the Shall. 
Two shots were fired, and Fox staggered 
back into the clubroom and fell to the 


floor.

Broken Butt of Shotgun Told of the 
Fierce Struggle With the 
Thieves. 


Howard Hartman, living near Port Royal, 
St. Louis County, is expected to die from a 
beating inflicted on him by robbers near 
Centaur hast Saturday night. 

Frank Scott, a trackman in the employ 
of the St. Louis, Kansas City & Colorado 
Railroad, found Hartman lying on the 
track Sunday morning, just before the time 
for the passing of the east-bound train. 

The victim received a skull fracture, and 
has not been festored to consciousness 
since the assault. 

Hartman attended the turkey shooting 
match given Saturday afternoon by Anton 
Liewecke in Centaur. He remained in the 
town until 9 o’clock Saturday niglit, and 
after drinking considerably, displayed a 
roll of bills. 

Alexander Kesselring, manager of the 
Centaur Lime Co., says that strangers were 
in the saloon, and that he warned Hart- 
man against walking to his home along the 
railroad track. 

When he was found Sunday morning 


Hartman was surrounded with bloodstains 
and fragments of his own clothing. The 
broken putt of a double-barreled shotgun, 
which he carried, was lying near. The par- 
reils were missing. The watch and rol] of
